STOCKHOLM (UPI)—Sweden, 
in national mourning for the death 
of Dag Hammarskjold, is plan- 
ning to give him a state funeral, 
government sources said Tuesday. 


The last state funeral was held 
in 1896 for Louis De Geer, a poli- 
tician of the late 19th Century. 


King Gustav V. Adolf ordered 
24 hours of mourning and the low- 
ering of the flag on top of the 
Royal Palace, the first time it 
ever has been flown at half staff 
for a commoner. All of Scandi- 
navia was in mourning. 


Tributes to the late secretary 
general poured in from around the 
world and there were growing 
fears in Western nations that his 
death might weaken the United 
Nations permanently. 


Hammarskjold’s body lay in a 
lead-lined casket in a small hos- 
pital in Ndola, Northern Rhodesia, 
awaiting transfer to Sweden. 


From Sweden to Hong Kong, to 
Australia, Ghana, India and all 
the nations of the world except 
the Communist bloc came expres- 
sions of shock, grief and tribute 
for the 56-year-old bachelor. 


In Moscow, where the govern- 
ment remained silent, the solitary 
United Nations flag in the Soviet 
Union flew at half staff at the 
tiny U.N. Moscow office. The six- 
man staff, all Soviet citizens, 
cabled their condolences to N e w 
York and prepared to receive 
sympathy calls from citizens. No 
one showed up.

Somber change has come swiftly. The Soviet Union has shifted 
from its skillful exploitation of the listless-Eisenhower epoch to direct 
challenge of Kennedy's unready rule. Turning savagely on a world 
sapped by his long uncountered words, Khrushchev now walks the 
edge of war, whose foul breath Nehru has smelled accurately. | 

The neutral nations cashed in their moral checks at Belgrade and 
scurried for the frail tents of fright. 

The Soviets pressed on liberty’s fat at Berlin and found a thread 
of gristle. Impatiently then they swept aside regard for humankind 
and set off their unmistakable chain of nuclear bombs.

Radicals, Not Conservatives 


There has been considerable public and rather vitriolic discussion and con- 
troversy in recent weeks regarding a memorandum which I sybmitted to the 
President and to the Secretary of Defense concerning the sponsorship by 


military personnel of public meetings primarily devoted to highly controversial political issues. I 
have been more than a little surprised that this private memorandum has aroused such animated 
arguments about the involvement of the military in politics and above all has brought into question 
the principle of civilian control of the military establishment. 


The appeal of certain ideas 
espoused by the radicals of the 
Right is not difficult to under- 
stand. To a nation beset by 
onerous challenges and respon- 
sibilities, they offer deceptively 
quick and simple solutions. They 
tell us that we have only to pro- 
claim our dedication to ‘‘total 
victory’ over world commu- 
nism and to root out subver- 
sives—real and imaginary — at 
home and our problems will be 
solved. They tell us that our 
system of alliances and our mil- 
itary and economic commit- 
ments abroad are unnecessary 
and dangerous, that they some- 
how “‘play into the hands of the 
Communists.” 

They offer us clear and sim- 
ple solutions—ringing declara- 
tions about foreigners and root- 
ing out the disloyal at home. 
And those who disagree with 
them, they say, are “‘soft on 
communism.”’ 

It seems to me that it is these 
extremists who are advocating 
a “soft’’ approach. Their over-

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simplifications and their base- 
less generalizations reflect the 
“‘softness”’ of those who cannot 
bear to face the burdens of a 
continuing struggle against a 
powerful and resourceful ene- 
my. A truly “tough’’ approach, 
in my judgment, is one which 
accepts the challenge of com- 
munism with the courage and 
determination to meet it with 
every instrumentality of foreign 
policy—political and economic 
as well as military, and with 
the willingness to see the strug- 
gle through as far into the fu- 
ture as may be necessary. 


Those who seek to meet the 
challenge — or in reality, to 
evade it—by ‘‘bold’’ adventures 
abroad and witch hunts at home 
are the real devotees of ‘‘soft-

ness’’—the ‘‘softness’’ of seek- 
ing escape from painful reali- 
ties by resort to illusory pana- 
ceas. 

The most astonishing of the 
propositions of the radical Right 
is their contention that the in- 
ternal Communist menace is 
the primary problem of the cold 
war. They thus credit a wretch- 
ed handful of Communists in 
the United States with greater

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power and influence than the 
Soviet Union and Communist 
China with their vast military 
and political power. 

Implicit in much of the prop- 
aganda of the radical Right is 
the assumption that our free so- 
ciety is permeated with corrup- 
tion and decay. It is said, for 
example, that the schools and 
churches of this country are in- 
filtrated with Communists. I re- 
cently received a propaganda 
sheet from an _ organization 
which calls itself ‘‘conserva- 
tive’ that declared among other 
things that ‘“‘any member of 
Congress who votes for foreign 
aid should be defeated for par- 
ticipating in an act of treason.” 


I do not understand how an 
organization can be regarded as 
“conservative that in effect 
charges the majority of the 
members of every Congress 
since World War II and three 
presidents with ‘‘treason.”’ 


In a speech last week a prom- 
inent elected official denounced 
“Mr. Kennedy’s bunch” of 
“muddle - minded advisers."’ 
Contending that our foreign as- 
sistance program aided the 
Communist cause, he assailed 
as “irresponsible elements” 
those who favor the independ- 
ence of the emergent nations 
of the world. And he declared 
that it was ‘‘fatuous nonsense’”’ 
for American foreign policy to 
take cognizance of “‘some neb- 


‘ulous thing we call world opin- 


ion.” 

The extremists of the Right 
call themselves conservative. In 
my judgment their views are 
not conservative, but radical— 
radical because they fail to dis- 
tinguish between democratic so- 
cial progress and_ totalitarian 
communism, regarding the for- 
mer as a step toward the lat- 
ter. The true conservative is 
one who wishes to conserve the 
historic values of our society.

Ridges on Fingernails:

What causes long raised 
ridges in fingernails?—R. M. P.

Lt. Col. Chester R. Allen, execu- 
tive officer, Department of Spe- 
cialized Instruction at Fort Gor- 
don, cited the jet age proximity 
of “Burma Road and Peachtree 
Street.”’ Outlining Communist ad- 
vances, and recalling ancient his- 
tory, he warned that ‘“Rome’s 
gross national product’’ did not 
protect her from the Visigoths 
who had “only weapons and will 
power.” 


“Many times in the past,”’ Col. 
Allen pointed out, ‘“‘nations with 
high standards of living have been 
pushed to the grave by nations 
with low standards of dying.”’ 


Richard H. Evans, stabilization 
specialist in the Office of Emer- 
gency Planning, Washington, D.C., 
reported on federal planning for 
maintenance of *‘a reasonable de- 
gree of economic and financial 
stability” in event of disaster. 


REP. DAVIS ABSENT 


“Impact of a thermonuclear at- 
tack on our economic system .. . 
defies the imagination,’’ Evans 
said, because undamaged portions 
of. the country would, from an 
economic standpoint, be as vulner- 
able to attack as the damaged 
areas, since all make up our total 
economic systems.” 

Other speakers discussed civil 
defense problems ranging from 
home shelters and radiological de- 
fense to best methods by which 
management might educate em- 
ployes in techniques of personal 
survival.

Mother Nature's flashes. 


In his recent publication, 
“The Lightning Book,” Peter E. 
Viemeister describes the nature 
of lightning and how people can 
protect themselves from it. 


The author suggests the fol- 
lowing do’s and don’ts for peo- 
ple caught, indoors or outdoors, 
in electrical storms: 


In a train, bus, subway or car 
with an all-metal body — Stay 
put. 


Piloting your own plane— 
Avoid thunderstorms. If it looks 
like you are going to be 
hemmed in by cumulonimbus 
clouds, set down at the nearest 
airport. 


In a modern airliner — Relax 
and enjoy the view. 


Walking in town or city — Get 
off the street and into a car or 
large building, the larger the 
better. 


Camping or hiking — Get into 
a ravine, canyon or cave, or 
next to the foot of a cliff. 


On a large, flat area—Crouch 
down and don’t mind the rain 


At sea — Go below deck. In 
very small craft, head for shore 
and your car or a large build- 
ing. If you can’t make shore, 
crouch down in the middle of 
the boat. Don’t jump over- 
board! 


Never take refuge under a 


tree, even if you are in a car.. 


Trees are lightning’s favorite 
targets. 


Stay away from hilltops, lone 
buildings, metal fences, pipes 
and tracks; fireplaces and chim- 
neys; large metal objects, such 
as radiators, stoves, refrigera- 
tors, pianos, washing . ma- 
chines, etc. 


Don’t go near sinks or take a 
bath--The plumbing system is 
connected with a metal vent 
pipe that protrudes up through 
the roof. 

Don’t handle electrical equip- 
ment or telephones, unless nec- 
essary. 

Don’t try to imitate Ben 


Franklin—Positively do not fly 
a kite! 


Stay away from windows or 
open doors that face large trees 


.—Shut the doors and draw the 


curtains to help stop flying 
splinters in case the trees are 
struck.

Army Enlists Aid — 
Of Soldiers’ Wives 
In Berlin Crisis 
FRANKFURT (WNS)—As tensions mounted in 
West. Germany and Berlin, the U.S. Army turned 


to its soldiers’ wives for suggesfions to improve wea- 
pons and tactical equipment. 


The Army believes its distaff 
divisions may be the neglected 
source of a wealth of ideas for 
better arming the troops. 


A senior member of Army 
Europe's Board of Military Re- 
quirements Review explained, 


“Women have never been 

short of ideas, as every hus- 
band knows. It occurs to us they 
may be a gold mine we have 
overlooked. After all, who has 
a bigger stake in a soldier than 
his wife?’’ 


The Army, in turning to the 
ladies, is playing something 
stronger than a hunch. Major 
Gen. John P. Daley, Army 
Europe's deputy chief of staff 
for operations, related this ex- 
perience: 


WHEAT FROM CHAFF 


“T head the command’s re 
view board, which screens pro- 
posals for new weapons and 
fighting gear,”’ he explained. 
‘‘These proposals are submitted, 
ordinarily, by field soldiers, and 
our board tries to winnow the 
wheat from the chaff for pass- 
ing on to Army researchers. 


“It had never occurred to 
most of us that our wives might 
have ideas for us to consider. 
But one day Mrs. Daley flabber- 
gasted me by bringing up the 
subject of rioting. 


“She suggested using a red 
dve in tear gas grenades so 
rioters could be identified later. 
My wife pointed. out that most 
participants -in riots or other 
disturbances rely on anonymity. 
Dye-marking them for later 
identification, it occurred to her, 
might discourage many persons 
from taking part in disorders.” 


Gen. Daley presented his 
wife’s idea anonymously to the 
review board, along with 30 
other suggestions. Her sugges- 
tion was approved and sent to 
the Pentagon. Only then did 
Daley reveal the source of the 
proposal. 


“I thought it was the general’s 
brainchild when he gave it to 
me,” Lt. Colonel J. Elmore 
Swenson, review board secre- 
tary, recalled: ‘‘But this started 
us thinking we should encourage 
all wives to offer suggestions 
for improving a soldier's weap- 
ons and equipment.” 


GOOD SOURCE 


One officer explained that 
wives logically should be an 
abundant source for ideas to 
increase combat efficiency. 
“The military wife, perhaps 
more than any other wife, liter- 
ally lives her husband's job,” 
he pointed out. 


“Wives are in a position to 
observe equipment deficiencies 
and to recommend improve- 
ments with impartial detach- 
ment which it is difficult for 
the military male to achieve. 


“Our wives are particularly 
idea-prone in the housekeeping 
—the logistics—field, but you 
would be amazed at how much 
some of our women know about 
weaponry., Annie Oakley 
couldn’t show these girls a 
thing.’’ 

Colonel Swenson said the best 
ideas are frequently the most 
simple. One wife suggested, for 
example, discarding the tradi- 
tional aluminum mess kit and 
replacing it with plastic. 


“And,” she wrote, “‘the can- 
teen has got to go! Why not re- 
place it with a flat body-fitting 
flask?’’ 


The colonel also received an 
idea for working with anti-per- 
sonnel mines—a simple idea but 


one nobody else had proposed. 


The proposal was to use a 
rust-proof safety clip. With oxi- 
dation-proof metal, the rusting 
of pins in storage could be 
eliminated and with it the tedi- 
ous cleaning and oiling.
